Neatness and orderliness stimu- 
lated by stamp collecting was seen 
in every junior collection on view.

Dr Whitehead, also of Montreal, 
provided with his exhibit of unique 
pieces of early stamps and mail- 
matter of Great Britain a thrill 
for the visitors of the Exhibition. 
He enjoys the same distinction as 
Professor R. DeL French, and he is 
known by his many articles on the 
stampic history of Great Britain, 
which are drawn on by thousands 
of collectors seeking reliable infor- 
mation. 


Exquisite from beginning to end 
is the only adjective that can be 
applied to the exhibit of Mr. Eu- 
gene Telfer, with its superb covers.

Of course, new 
varieties are appearing very slow- 
ly, which is another reason why 
Buros are so popular: it is easy to 
get nearly all of the older issues, 
and not at all difficult to keep up 
with all new issues. 





Concerning Grand Rapids 
No Period Coils 


Mr. E. S. Thresher of Kansas 
City, in a recent issue of Gloeb’s 
Precancel Bee, makes the following 
interesting remarks concerning a 
popular buro sub-variety: 

Dr. Mitchell seems to think that 
the Grand Rapids “no period” coils 
are poor inking result. I don’t 
agree with him. I have the variety 
on the Ic, 2c, and 8c coils, and a 
strong glass shows no trace of a 
period. 

“The 2c I have had some time, 
two years at least. It was my 
single copy, and I will have to ad- 
mit that I did not spot the miss- 
ing period until the existence of 
that variety was recently publish- 
ed. The ic I picked off an envelope 
addressed to me. It is of the light 
yellow green (re-issue) shade. My 
guess is that this no-period is a 
plate break. 

“If it was an ‘error’ in the plate, 
it would come once in six stamps 
and be on all rolls of all denomi- 
nations. If it is just a plate break, 
it would come just once in forty- 
eight, on all stamps printed after 
the break devloped. But it would 
not be in every roll. It would 
come once in every twelve in the 
roll in which it was present, and 
only one roll in four would have it. 
Judging from the searcity of this 
variety, I would say it is a plate 
break. Will some one in Grand 
Rapids who has access to whole 
coils inv estigate and let us know?”

There is No “Official” 
Buroprint Catalog 


The editor of this department 
wishes to protest vigorously 
against the use of the title word 
“OFFICIAL” by Lawrence Bros. 
in their recent price list of bureau 
prints. There is NO OFFICIAL 
BUROPRINT CATALOG—n ot 
even the Mitchell-Hoover catalog, 
which is the accepted standard 
of buroprint prices throughout this 
continent and in England. There 
could be only one possible OFFI- 
CIAL buroprint catalog, and that 
would have to be put out by the 
Bureau of Printing and Engraving 
in Washington, D. C. And what a 
thin liklihood there is of that!— 
With the P. O. Department trying 
to discourage the collecting and 
saving of precancels! Even if the 
P. S. S. or any other stamp society 
accepted the Mitchell-Hoover cata- 
log (or another catalog) as their 
official catalog, it would be “offi- 
cial” only for that society. 

As a private stamp company cat- 
alog, the Lawrence Bros. pricelist 
has its merits: what dealer would 
not like to sell at certain other 
prices in that list! Other than this 
the pricelist has few merits. It 
certainly is not accurate enough to 
depend on as a complete list to 
date, as some forty odd non-exist- 
ent varieties are listed, and a score 
or so of known varieties are OMIT- 
TED! Typographically, it is a 
poor printing job, with many er- 
rors; or was the proof-reader care- 
less ? 

The idea of a large page, with a 
great many varieties on it, is a 
good one for check listing pur- 
poses. But I don’t think any col- 
lector will enjoy having 3 or so 
items listed on a single line thus, 
“le @ 3c;” it would ruin the eye- 
sight. 

Finally, the pricelist is an utter 
failure as a catalog of coil pairs 
and blocks of four. It is utterly 
foolish and impractical to try to 
price pairs or blocks at so many 
times the single rate. A _ great

We have just discovered a no 
period after CALIF on the new 
Los Angeles B-11 ordinaries. It is 
quite evidently a smashed plate, as 
the letters of the word are moved 
out of line and somewhat blurred. 
It was first seen on a strip of 3 
of the 1c. Later we had an oppor- 
tunity to examine a full sheet of 
the lc, and found the no-period to 
be stamp number 46 in one sheet, 
or the 6th stamp on the 5th hori- 
zontal row. Evidently the break 
occurs only on one of the four half- 
sheet plates, that is, only on every 
other sheet printed. 

Just as the above is being writ- 
ten, we discover this no-period va- 
riety on the Los Angeles 10c also. 
This leaves the 1'4c to 9e inclusive 
yet to be seen. Naturally, your 
editor is curious to learn of this 
variety exists on all eleven de- 
nominations.

BUREAU That is a name that is 
PRINTS commonly applied to 

the precanceled stamps 
that are issued from the Bureau 
ot Engraving and Printing at 
Washington. The name is incor- 
rect and misleading because of the 
fact that all U. S. Postage Stamps 
are now printed at the Bureau of 
Engraving and Printing and are 
actually Bureau Prints. 

Precancel collectors were natur- 
ally the closest to these issues 
when they appeared and the name 
was tacked on them to distinguish 
the precancel printed by the Bu- 
reau of Engraving and Printing 
from the ordinary locally printed 
kinds. 

If we are to regard the stamps 
solely as precancels then the name 
fits in a manner that distinguishes 
the stamps, but we are now be- 
ing confronted with a situation 
where the name is causing misun- 
derstanding for the reasons as 
pointed out. 

The collectioneof these stamps 
is no longer a side line of Pre- 
cancel collecting. These stamps 
are collected seriously by many 
collectors who never did and prob-

ably never will collect precancels 
of the ordinary sorts. For this 
reason it would seem desirable that 
a new name be selected by which 
these issues can be classified or 
identified. 

Tacking the name precancels on- 
to these stamps has probably been 
one thing that has held them back 
and retarded their popularity more 
than anything else. 

The Scott Stamp & Coin Com- 
pany very readily placed within 
their catalog the stamps sur- 
charged with abbreviated state 
names for use in Kansas and Ne- 
braska. These are recognized as 
State Stamps yet they are avail- 
able for postage anywhere that any 
other U. S. Postage stamps will 
pay postage and are therefore not 
strictly State Stamps. 

The stamps commonly called Bu- 
reau Prints are in effect City 
Stamps, they are good for postage 
in no other place than in the city 
whose name is overprinted across 
the face of the stamp. Like the 
state stamps however there are 
loop holes which make them other 
than what they purport to be, by 
the inscription on their face, for 
they are not available for postage 
to all residents of a city. Only to 
those who have a permit to use 
such stamps. Of course, it is pos- 
sible that every resident of a city 
under certain conditions could use 
the stamps but their use is re- 
stricted in certain manners. 

The main point however is, that 
they are as worthy of being a part 
of a collection of U. S. Postage 
stamps as are the state stamps and 
we would readily wager something 
of value that had these certain 
precanceled stamps, as they are 
called, been issued in only three 
or four of the large cities that 
they would today be in the Scott 
Catalogue just as are the state 
stamps. 

The principal object of this edi- 
torial however is to suggest to the 
devotees of these issues that a 
name be chosen for them that will 
forever divorce them from precan- 
cels. 

A man is known by the company 
he keeps is a saying that is old 
yet usually true. The same might 
be said of stamps and for the sake 
of putting these city issues in class 
by themselves we want to suggest 
that the name City Stamps be used 
in referring to these particular is- 
sues of the Bureau of Engraving 
and Printing.

that stamps on all mail matter be 
canceled with black canceling ink. 
Mail intended to go forward via 
Graf Zeppelin on which the stamps 
are not canceled with black ink 
will not be dispatched. 

The attention of postmasters is 
further invited to the fact that 
section 526, Postal Laws and Reg- 
ulations, prohibits the use of any 
special post-marking stamp, and 
letters bearing the impressions of 
any special post-marking stamp 
will not be dispatched on the Graf 
Zeppelin.

With only a few days notice, the 
First Direct Flight cutting the 
Lindbergh circle from Miami to 
Cristobal left Miami, Saturday P. 
M., April 26th, stopping overnight 
at Havana, and arriving at Cristo- 
bal, Sunday at 4:00 P. M. Col. 
Lindbergh, the trail-blazer, piloted 
this plane accompanied by Pilot 
Roe, and Denick, radio operator, 
and as usual arrived ahead of the 
schedule. About 215 pounds of 
mail was carried, probably largely 
commercial due to short notice. 
We hope our covers arrived at 
Miami in time, but do not think 
there was any special marking at 
Miami, although it was reported 
that Cristobal might have a cachet 
for this event. Col. Lindbergh will 
also pilot the first return flight due 
to leave Cristobal on May Ist, and 
reach Miami on May 2nd. This 
service cuts the time to Buenos 
Aires and Montevideo to seven 
days.

GRAF ZEPPELIN CRASH 
COVER 





Here is a record of an air mail 
cover intended for the Graf Zep- 
pelin Pan American Flight which 
will doubtless find its way into a 
specialized collection of accident 
or “crash” covers. 

This is the way it happened. On 
April 24, W. E. Milliman of Rock- 
ford, Michigan, sent by air mail 
a self-addressed envelope franked 
with a block of four of the new 
65 cent Graf Zeppelin stamps to 
the Postmaster at New York, re- 
questing that the envelope be sent 
out on the Pan American Flight. 

Five days later the letter was 
back in Rockford with the edges 
charred and with about one-third 
of the envelope entirely burned 
away. The block of four was 
ruined, but luckily a portion of the 
lower left stamp remains, but in 
a color nearer black than green. 

The customary official notice 
which accompanies crash or acci- 
dent mail was from the postoffice 
at New York and bore the name 
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of J. J. Kiely, Postmaster. It read, 
—‘This piece of mail was dam- 


aged by fire which took place in 
airplane number 77 at Clearfield 


Pennsylvania, on April 26, 1930.”

Stamp collecting is a mighty fine 
hobby, easily abused—and often 
abused. 

Speculation has hurt the hobby, 
giving it one black eye. 

A great many of us are now 
gambling in stamps as we have 
gambled in stocks. 

Even governments have catered 
to the speculative stamp collector. 

Philatelists have become accus- 
tomed to speculative issues of 
stamps from lands such as Egypt, 
Spain, etc. 

We would not expect countries 
like the United States to follow 
sult. 

Yet what has happened in April 
and May 1930? 

The United States issues three 
airmail stamps commemorating the 
Europe to South America to U. S. 
flight of the German Graf Zeppelin. 
Why? 

There is no legitimate reason 
for these stamps. We commem- 
orate a foreign  ship-of-the-air. 
Our country issues these stamps, 
most of which collectors buy up 
to aid in paying for the trip across 
the Atlantic. 

The United States ought to stick 
to issuing its postage commemor- 
ating American events. The Pil- 
grims, Huguenots, Vikings, the 
Virginian colonists, Massachusetts 
Bay, Charleston, Hendrick Hudson, 
Nathan Hale—these are a few sub- 
jects which have been commemo- 
rated. Edison and Lindbergh have 
not been overlooked. 

But why the Graf Zeppelin? 
Why not the British R-100? The 
World Court? Or what have you? 
If the United States is to copy 
Egypt, Portugal, or Spain, why not 
on an extensive scale? Of course 
it cheapens the stamps but it 
brings in revenue—from gullible 
stamp collectors.

and dogteam service mentioned.

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Post Office development in the 
West and is able to appreciate the 
striking change in mail transpor- 
tation brought about as a result 
of the new air mail service.

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Historic Souvenirs For S. P. A. 
Visitors at Worcester 


Thru a series of curious circum- 
stances the Worcester Branch of 
the Society of Philatelic Ameri- 
cans, has been able to prepare a 
very unusual souvenir for the at- 
tending members at the Conven- 
tion to be held in Worcester, Aug- 
ust 7-8 and 9 of this year. 

Almost at the moment of the 
announcement of the date of issue 
of the Massachusetts Bay Colony 
Tercentenary Commemorative is- 
sue, one of the Worcester mem- 
bers, Mr. Burton F. Gates, suc- 
ceeded in securing from the arch- 
ives of the Worcester Historical 
Society, a considerable quantity of 
“Ballot Envelopes” prepared by 
the “Know Nothing” Party some- 
time between 1853 and ’56. This 
small envelope, of manilla, bears 
in black an outline seal of the 
State of Massachusetts. 

There have other similar enve- 
lopes been found, with “Ballot” 
written across the back flap. And 
some few single ones have been 
previously turned up in Amherst 
and elsewhere, thus establishing 
the fact of the use for which they 
were prepared. 

The “Know Nothing” party, was 
an oath bound party first coming 
into political prominence in 1853 
and which disappeared as a politi- 
cal power in 1856. It was de- 
claredly intended to stop immigra- 
tion. 

At the high point of influence 
it elected its representatives in 
sufficient number to give control 
of all New England States and 
also the Governor of New York 
and other states in less degree.

IS PHILATELY CHANGING? 





By Stanley Phillips 





I asked myself this question 
when I looked through the last 
number of The Collector’s Club 
Philatelist, the excellent organ of 
the Collectors’ Club of New York. 
In that issue there were no less 
than thirty-four pages devoted to 
articles on stampless covers, post- 
al franks, and historical subjects, 
so that those who consider that 
“the stamp’s the thing”, are given 
food for thought. 

Personally, I find the study of 
old covers and delving among 
musty documents for historical 
data intensely interesting, but so 
is the study of the stamps them- 
selves. Nowadays there is a 
strong tendency to study every- 
thing except the stamps—history, 
postmarks, pre-stamp marks and 
franks, and a host of other mat- 
ters. It is often very fascinating 
and it is certainly much easier. 

That, I think, is one of the rea- 
sons for these wanderings in the 
by-ways of Philately. It requires 
a great deal of time and energy 
to produce a_ serious philatelic 
study of even a comparatively 
simple issue or country, and time 
and energy, in these days, are so 
often mortgaged in other direc- 
tions. Therefore we turn to sim- 
pler matters and the stamp is, by 
many, neglected.

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THE BRANDING OF FAKES, ete. 





By Stanley Phillips 





A subject which was discussed at 
the Birmingham Congress and 
which is also referred to in the an- 
nual report of the Royal Philatelic 
Society was the desirability of 
branding indelibly all stamps 
which are repaired, or which are 
known to be forgeries or fakes in 
order to prevent their further cir- 
culation. 

This is a difficult subject, as 
everyone has a right to do what he 
likes with his own, and the collec- 
tor, faced with the verdict of an 
expert or expert committee that 
one of his treasures is not what 
he thought it to be, may be ex- 
cused for hesitating to mark it 
permanently. Experts are not in- 
fallible, he may say, and why 
should I brand my stamp when at 
some future date it may be recog- 
nized that it is not a forgery. 

There are, of course, stamps 
which are so definitely bad that 
they should be branded on sight.

to carry out the sentence, and he, 
in most cases, will want to confirm 
by his own often insufficient know]- 
edge, the verdict of higher authori- 
ty, before he does so. 

It is very desirable that stamps 
beyond question forged, repaired, 
or otherwise deceptive, should be 
branded, if not destroyed, but I 
fear that the owners will always 
place difficulties in the way, so that 
eventually their “Album weeds” 
will come into circulation again, to 
the possible detriment of other 
persons. 

One can understand the hesita- 
tion of those who do not like to 
brand repaired stamps. In the first 
place, repairing is very difficult 
for the ordinary collector to see; 
in the second, it is quite possible, 
though I hope not probable, that 
future generations will not share 
our objection to the repaired 
stamp; finally, some of the medium 
scarce stamps of the present day 
may be the great rarities of a 
hundred years hence, and just as 
the owner of a repaired Hawaii or 
Post Office Mauritius would not 
like to have it branded, so we may 
assume that the owners of the fu- 
ture rarities which are at present

FIRST PONY EXPRESS 


On April 3, 1860, the first pony 
express riders left Sacramento, 
Calif., for St. Louis, Mo., to estab- 
lish a fast mail service between 
the Pacific coast and the middle 
west. 

The animals used 
press” were not ponies but fleet 
horses. They were stationed at 
“stages” from 10 to 15 miles apart 
and each rider rode three animals 
successively, covering about 75

Eventually there 
were 80 riders and between 400 
and 500 horses. 

The fastest trip was made for 
the delivery of President Lincoln’s 
inaugural address, the distance of 
1400 miles being covered in 7 days 
and 17 hours. 

Just 16 months after it was 
started, the pony express was sup- 
planted by a telegraph line. But 
despite its brief existence, the 
service has won a name for itself 
in American history because it 
maintained its schedule in all kinds 
of weather and in face of Indian 
hostilities.

{Issue of Baltimore Postmaster 
Discovered by Woman 





The Baltimore “Postmaster” 
stamp which was discovered on 
April 15 by Miss Natalie Sumner 
Lincoln of Washington, D. C., while 
rummaging through old family 
letters has been purchased by the 
Nassau Stamp Company of 70 Nas- 
sau Street for $10,000. John A. 
Klemann, president of the com- 
pany, confirmed the sale on his re- 
turn from Washington. The sale 
was made, Mr. Klemann said, on 
behalf of Miss Lincoln through 
the District National Bank of 
Washington. 

Miss Lincoln, who henceforth 
will be remembered in philatelic 
circles as the maker of one of the 
great “finds” m the history of 
stamp collecting, is editor of the 
D. A. R. Magazine, and also is a 
writer of detective stories. 

“There is no prospective custo- 
mer for the stamp,” said Mr. Kle- 
mann. “The price probably is the 
highest that has ever been paid 
for the Baltimore stamp, on white 
paper, but it was worth it, as the 
stamp is in beautiful condition. 
It was mailed from Baltimore 
early in May, 1847, about two 
months before the first govern- 
ment issue of stamps.” 

There are only about half a 
dozen of the 10 cent provisional 
Baltimore stamps known, two of 
which are on blue paper. Several 
years ago during the Ferrari sale 
in Paris a fine copy on white paper 
was sold for $7,500, and came in- 
to possession of a Boston collector. 
Arthur Hind, textile manufacturer 
of Utica, owns copies of the white 
and blue paper specimens, and one 
on white paper is owned by Alfred 
W. Caspary of New York.
